Round-up of 
arms in Druse 
Syrian villages 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
KUNEITRA. — Israel forces in oc- 
cupied Syria have rounded up 2 col- 
lection of arms and ammunition 
from the Druse villagers there — 
including a complete modern can- 
non, 

The artillery piece was found in 
@ search of one villager’s home in 
an unnamed settlement. It was neat- 
ly dismantled and hidden in various 
places around the house. Other arms 
— some found in house-to-house 
searches and some turued in volun- 
tarlly — include Kalachnikovs and 
other types of rifles, handgrenades 
and ammunition. The Israeli forces 
believe considerable quantities of 
arms and ammunition are still hid- 
den in the villages. 

Tt is learned that some of the 
arma belonged to the villagers since 
Jong before the October war. Other 
pieces were left behind by Syrian 
troops and gathered up by the lo- 
cal residents who stayed behind 
when the soldiers retreated. 

There are three populated Syrian 
villages now in Israel hands, all of 
them Druse. Since the Druse in 
Syria serve in the army, it is as- 
sumed that the villagers know how 
to use the arms in their possession. 
The army has therefore called on 
the villagers to surrender their 
arms, under threat of legal action.
